He speculated that the denial 
without a reason was an indication 
that the judge disagreed with the Su- 
preme Court，finding that the 
initiative process，as defined in the 
state constitution, could not be used 
as a“popularity”pell to assess the 
voter s feelings about an issue.

Stereotypes Used against Us 


Devoting editorial space to an issue brought up by 
one's Own columnist is rather unusual. However, the 
topic raised by Shawn Wong in his column today is So 
important that 素 astJest decided to deviate from the 
norm a bit. 

Wong, a fiction writer now based in Seattle, talks 
about the experience he has had with editors and pub- 
lishers ofmajor(white)publishinghouses. Thoughmany 
of these people fancy themselves liberal about“The 
arts，inrealitytheir views about people ofcolorreflecta 
more staid and old-time view. 

The people in charge of deciding who will get a con- 
tract to write a book or who will have his/her book pub- 
lished; of who will star in the new television series OF 
movie; Or of who gets the promotion to the managers 
position，all have stereotypes of what a “real Asian 
American ”is like. 

Hifor some reason we do notlive up to their expecta- 
tions, they don tknow what or who we are, and have no 
ldea what to do with us. Ithe characters in OUr writing 
dont all speak with accents and work in laundries or 
restaurants, then it doesn't get printed; 过 the women in 
our plays don't come off as submissive geishas, then 让 
won t get produced; 让 we don't act or Speak Western 
enough，we won't get the promotion. 

Its bad enough that the actions of the people in 
power can prevent the access that Asian Americans 
deserve. However, these actions also often cause the 
Victims to question what 1s wrong with 1e11，what have 
态 ej) done wrong. 

The actual fault, though, mostoften does not lie with 
the excluded Asian Americans. It lies with those who 
have builtup an inaccurate Stereotype ofthe real Asian 
American and who insist on holding ontothem despite 
all evidence to the contrary that these images are false， 

We must continue our fight against the limitations 
and consequences of stereotypes, and we must Support. 
those Asian Americans who choose to Stick by thelr 
Sense of reality and their consclence rather than to 
Submit to the stereotypes. 本

for at least the past eight months. 

After his arrest two weeks ago，

eral court motion arguing that the 
SuUSpect should be extradicted rather 
than deported to the US,， said Ron 
Chew of the Zrtermatiomncl 已 x- 
111111er， an ASsian comImunity newWsS- 
paper in Seattle.

There is no similar provision 这 Ng is 
deported to the US as his last place 
of residence， 

Two other defendants， Willie 
Mak and Benjamin Ng (no relation- 
Ship)，have already had their trials 
and have received sentences. Mak， 
described by the Prosecutors as the 
persons who initiated and planned 
the robbery, received the death pen- 
alty. Co-defendant Benjamin Ng 
Was given life imprisonment 
without possibility of parole， 

Attorneys with the King County 
Prosecuting attorneys office which 
had worked on the prior two trials， 
Rave expressed jittle concern Over 
the actual date of Ng's return to 
their jurisdiction。 Deputy prose- 
cuting attorney Robert Lasnick， 
Who had served in the Mak and 
Benjamin Ng trials，told EastV 
环 esl, that Ng's return was“just a 
iatter of time.2” 

The Wah Mee Club slayings stun- 
ned the Asian American community 


around Lunar New Year 1983， 
when three young men worked their 
way into a recreational club in the 
International District to rob the 
members and the club of a large 
amount of money，estimated to 
about $100,000. 
THIRTEEN DIED 

Before the whole incident had 
ended, fourteen of those Present at 
the Wah Mee Club had been hog- 
tied and shot， Thirteen died，aiid 
one man， Wai Chin，then 62， 
managed to Survive. 

At a news conference held to an- 
nounce Ng's arrest, the FBI did not 
identify which sources and Specific 
tips led them to Ng'S$S presence 记 
Calgary， They did，however，ac- 
knowledge that the defendant look- 
ed different now than how he was 
depicted in the flyers which were 
distributed shortly after the killings. 
Chew noted that Ng now Sports 
Shorter hair and no longer wears 
glLasses. 

The police do not expect any fur= 
ther arrests in the case. 


According to Lasnick, the prose- ， 


cutor's office is currently reviewing 
the _ evidence to determine what 
charges to file against him in state 
COUTIt. 

Though he did not want to state 
wkiat the Specific charge would be 
until after the final decision is made 
Sometime thls week, the other two 
defendants were charged with 
aggravated first degree Imurder， 
Which carries asSentence of death or 
of life imnprisonment without 
possibility:of parole.` Lasnick said 
that any decision about whether to 
ask for the death penalty in Ng's 
case would be made after the 
charges are filed .

According to Chew, the trial would 
probably also rely on similar tes- 
timony of the ballistics expert and 
the coroner. A_ key witness would 
once again be Survivor Chin. 

Although seriously wounded at 
the time, Chin is now “doing fine,” 
related Chew. Chin has also kept a 
low Pprofile. “People are leaving 
him alone because he went through 
a lot,”observed Chin . 

The community”s response to 
Ng's apprehension has been mixed. 
“There is a feeling of great relief,?” 
Sald Lasnick. “We're grateful for 
the FBI and the Seattle Police De- 
partment for the fine job they have 
done of tracking him down. We're 
anxious to get done with the final 
chapter.2” 


Maxine Chan，a police depart- . 


ment community relations Specialist 
asSigned to the Asian American 
community partially in response to 
the Wah Mee slayings，expressed 
Similar reactions.…People are glad 
and relieved that it can really now 
be finally over.?” 

Chew added,“There's relief that 
he's caught....there ls reliefthat this 
last chapter...is finished.”He also 
observed, though, that many com- 
munity residents，who have already 
gone through two grueling trials， 
“have Imixed feelings about the pro- 
Spect of another trial.?” 

EMOTIONAEL 

Though the community is“emo- 
tional” about another trial, and has 
exXpressed concern Over the “neg- 
ative publicity for the Chinese 
Community” Chew stated that 
generally people “wanted to find 
the last piece of the story”which 
Ng could provide. 

One question on which he might 
be able to shed light, and one which 
Benjamin Ng and Mak were unable 
to resolve during their trials，ils the 
motivation for the incident. Mak?s 
attorney had argued that his client's 
actions were part of a larger rivalry 
between tongs. On the other hand， 
prosecutors maintained that the 
Wah Mee Club shooting had been 
motivated by robbery. 

In his record-breaking 600-pasge 


brief to the State Supreme Court，.， 


appealing his conviction，Mak al- 
leged abonut 5$0 errors in the trial 
made by the judge, the Drosectutors 
and even his Own attorneys. 

Filed September 21, by his appeal 
attorneys Raymond HH.

MINORITY 

Because She was born and raised 
in Hawaii, it was not until she arriv- 
ed in Los Angeles to work that she 
realized she was a“minority.”On 
the_ mainland，she found herself 
“perceived as an Asian American 
woman in journalism.” It has been 
in this role that Nakao has learned 
about the difference between 
minority and white newspeople. 

Because so many ofthe leaders in 
media _ are white， she asserted， 
“Minority communities are ijgnored 
Until things reach a crisis stage...OT 
until the_ issue gets Sexy. They ig- 
nore people in the commnunity that 
make interesting features.?” 


According to the Examaimer 
reporter, in 1984, only 5.8%o of the 
newS Staff was comprised of 
Iminorities. In her cityside section， 
the Picture was a bit brighter: 130m 
of the cityside staff is Asian，Black 
and.Hispanic，However,，there are 
“wholes sections” of the paper?” 
which have no minorities. 

Even with the 必 xa7aimer, a major 
paper for the multicultural，multi- 
racial Bay Area，reporting abonut 
people of color is “inconsistent,?” 
She observed. While the paper will 
cover the Pierman and Chin trials 
abonut anti-Asian violence，it still 
runs graphics Such as the one of a

She also cited the example of the 
amount of Space given to cover the 
story of the killing of a young boy 
in Belmont compared to the lack of 
coverage of deaths occurring in the 
inner city，often with minority vic- 
tims. 

“The real task of making small 
changes (at the paper) falls into the 
hands of a few minority reporters,2” 
Nakao said. It is these reporters 
that provide a“vital link”between 
the community and the paper，con- 
tinued the repborter. 

“Even if we are not assigned to 
cover aminority story, we often end 
up doing it voluntarily because we 
feel that if we do not do it, no one 
else will do it,” she observed . 
Though this is generally “fine,2” 
Nakao noted that some articles are 
in Specialized fields and there is not 
Sufficient time to research the 
background and do a good job. 

Noting that the Print media is not 
Subject to _ the same stringent 
Federal Communication Commis- 
Sion regulations governing broad- 
casting and requiring hiring of more 
minorities，Nakao concluded，“If

Chinese American Voter's Educa- 
tion Committee (CAVEC)， 


VOLUNTEERS 

According to Wong, a large part 
of the group?s Success is contingent 
upon the number of volunteers 让 
has to do registration , 

“Its alot of hard work and most 

Volunteers have their own lives to 

Tun,， but we need to get people who 

won'tbe intimidated by occasional- 

ly getting a door slammed in their 

U face or by trying to commiunicate 

with people. Volunteers are the 
key,”Wong explained. 

“We had registration tables in 
Chinatown, the Sunset District and 
the Richmond. We also went door- 
to-door and talked to groups like 
Chinese for Affirmative Action, the 
iChinese ”American Democratic 
IClub，the _ Association of Chinese 
Teachers and other organizations 
and asked them to come out and 
help. We even placed registration 
forms in their newsletters So that 
they could be sent out to their 

memberships,”said Wong. 
， “I think now we have to focus 
Our efforts on getting people to 
vote，because just because people 
register doesn't mean that they"]1 
vote，Sixty percent of the people 
who are eligible in elections don't 
vote,”he pointed onut.

OVERALL PICTURE 
“In some of the schools，they 
brought in someone to explain all 
the propositions and the procedures 
人 for using the voting booths. If you 
give people a _ better overall picture， 
the next time we might get alot more 
， people to register,” she opined . 
Inadditionto working areas such 
as the Sunset and Richmond，dis- 
_ tricts with large concentrations of 
U Asians，Chew said she had success 
registering people at Asian events 
Such as the recent Asian American 
， Jazz Festival in Japantowa. 
We got duite a few registered 
there， The Asian churches could 
also be a big source, because if you 
get the minister on yoOuUI side it can 
bealot ofhelp. Another place is the 
immigration and naturalization 
ceremonies. TI wish we could have 
gotten more people out there，bnut 
we didn't have enough help,” she 
lamented . 
In contrast to CAVEC's efforts， 
Imembers of the Asian outreach 
committee of the Rainbow Coali- 
tion felt that they had more Success 


registering new voters during the 
primaries. 

“There seems to be less momen- 
tum around the Mondale campaign 
that there was during the primaries 
with Jackson and Hart running,” 
Said Richard Siu，a Spokesperson 
for the group.“A lot of the people 
we do register Say they want to get 
Reagan out,， so the majority of the 
people we've been Tegistering are 
Democrats. We've also gotten a fair 
number of Republicans，though,” 
he added.

“Basically we:ve had registration 
tables in the shopping areas of 
Chinatown and the Richmond 
District,” said Siu.“The last time 
before the primary，we had voter'S 
training Session，but we found that 
alot of people weren't registered to 
vote. [think there needs to be more 
education and outreach，and we 
have to raise more issues in order to 
get more people to participate,”he 
indicated . 

“The primary registration drive 
Was Imore Successful because the 


Rainbow Coalition conducted a 
Very aggresSsive campaign for Jesse 
Jackson and was able to create a 
moveiment im -the Asian 
community,” added Paul Lew， 
another Spokesperson for the 
group. 

“We were (Still) fairly Successful 
though,”Lew said.“JIn the Rich- 
Iond we registered an average of 
10 to 13 people every two or three 
hours,， and in Chinatown we Tegis- 
tered eight or nine every three OT 
four hours. “We also did not 
register one person in Chinatown 
who did not need some bilingual 
assistance in filling out the registra- 
tion forms,”he stressed . 

“By far almost all of the people

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we registered were Democrats，with 
about Sm of them Republicans. A 
lot of the people who registered as 
Republicans were younger people， 
and it is my own feeling that this 
Speaks to a trend,” stated Lew. 
“Many people are not really aware 
of what that party stands for. This 
is the illusion that Reagan is able to 
put out politically,”he opined. 


“(However,) many of the people 
we._ did register for the first time 
were very clear about what their 
vote was for and that's important. 
We have to register people for a 
reason and not just register people 
for the Sake of registering,”he em-

Curiously，not only is Oshimay?s 

:Cel 9iory OF 7oxlin，made 24 
years ago in Tokyo，miraculously 
fresh and full of energy，it also 
resembles in both Spirit and look 
many of Fassbinder's films，to be 
made a decade or So later in Ger- 
many. The Americanization of for- 
eign culture, it seems, draws Similar 
TeSponses from filmmakers who are 
in tune with their time, regardless of 
their different backgrounds. 

Cruel Story OoF Yortmn opens as 
Mako, the heroine,hitchhikes with 
a girlfriend of hers. They do not 
necessarily need a ride.

He drives to a quiet Street， 
and _ attempts to_ rape her The 
danger that she was anticipating is 
materializing，and she is suddenly 
SCcared. 

Just then Kiyoshi appears， 人 A 

good-for-nothing who lives off an 

older woman，he beats ip the 
would-be rapist and then demands 

Ioney from him for damages. The 

next day, the two go off together to 
spend the money, and get acquaint- 
ed Speedily. Mako is forced into sex 
rather unwillingly by Kiyoshi. Soon 
they become lovers, and partners in 
a Scheme that they learned on the 


night they met. Mako turns into a 
hitchhiker with a goal: she would 
tease the drivers，mostly middle- 
aged men who are Sexually 
frustrated，and at the crucial mo- 
ment, Kiyoshi, tailing on his motor- 
cycle， would rescue her and 
blackmail the men. The sexist game 
has become a way of living. 

They briefly enjoy moderate Suc- 
cess, then Mako discovers that she 
is_ pregnant. An abortion is called 
for, and the doctor who performs it 
is none other thanthe ex-boyfriend 
of Mako”"s:older Sister Yuki. Once. 
an jdealisty he is now adisillusioned 
man who has given in to the rotting 
Social System . 

SMOOTHED OUT 

In the most moving scene in the 
film，Kiyoshi is seen visiting Mako， 
who is asleep after her operation . 
The camera closes in Slowly on 
Kiyoshi. He is eating a green apple， 
and Yuki and her ex-boyfriend are 
heard talking in the next room. Im- 
mediately the differences_ between， 
the two generations are smoothed 
out. There might still be conflicts， 
but there ls also understanding. 

The“right”to misbehave when 
one is young is the theme of Crwe/

The project design exceeds the 
height and bulk of the prevailing 
Scale of the development along 
9%tockton Street，said the report、 It 
also calls for the demolition of two 
“architecturally and/or histori- 
ically-rated buildings and，together 
with other proposed projects,，would 
diminish the architectural and his- 
torical integrity of the Chinatown 
core area, apotential National Land- 
mark Historic District:” 

The shorter building，on 
Stockton Street， and the taller one， 
located on Trenton Street，would 
displace about 176 persons, Of that 
number, 40 could be eligible for the 
low-income elderly units Proposed 
forthe Irenton 9treet Structure. The 
remaining 136 persons， though， 


Would be permanently relocated to 


other areas. 

工 he _ project，concluded the 
report, would also resultin increased 
pedestrian，transit and vehicular 
trips ln the area， resulting in more 
congestion and delays in transit 
Service along the Stockton Street 
Corridor. 

Lastly，there would be 
unavoidable air quality impact from 
the increased travel，causing'health 
and reduced visibility Problems.

The city planning department 


Proposed Stockton Street Project

Staff which authored the report, and 


its team of consultants from around 
the Bay Area, also identified several 
areas in which impact could be 
mitigated if Suggested measures are 
adopted by the project sponsor 
Georo Development，Inc.

To minimize the impact on the 
visual quality, the building of Stock- 
ton will be set back and will utilize

INFEEASIBLE 

Although the _ department also 
considered the possibility of setting 
back the upper floors even more or 
reducing the number of floors，the 
project Sponsor disagreed，arguing 
the reduction would make it econ- 
omically infeasible to include space 
for the_ community agencies and 
maintain the Suggested amount of 
new housing. 

To reduce the impact of the dis-

Plumbers Union Fined for Discrimination 


SAN _ FRANCISCO SEE 
Plumbers Union Local 38 was fined 
$220,136 last week for failing to 
Oobey a court order to place 
minorities in at least half of its 
apPprentice positions from 1977 to 
1979，the SF ExXa1azzer reported. 
The fine was levied by US District 


Judge Samuel Conti against Local 
38 and its joint apprentice com- - 


mittee for violating a 1973 consent 
EGReCE 

The decree，won by the Equal 
Employment Opportunities Com-- 
mission required that 509% of the 
apprentices indentured through 
Local 38 s hiring hall be ethnic 
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minorities. 

The court said the union failed to 
live up to the decree, placing only 59 
minority group members among its 
1635 apprentices from 1977 to 1979， 
Conti said atleast82 Blacks, Asians 
and Hispanics should have been ap- 
prenticed. 


The fine includes $52,456 in 
back pay and $169,680 in damages 
to 11 minority plumbers who should 
have been hired. 口

The :report also included dis- 
cussion on Several different alter- 
natives to the plan presented by the 
Sponsor.， Ranging from a no-plan 
position to ones under which the 
project would comply with different 
Tegujlations，one Plan also looks at 
the possibility of retaining the 
existing buildings but rehabilitating 
the housing units contained therein， 

The sponsor has rejected all the 
other Suggested alternatives，citing 
unsuitability to _ community needs， 
economic infeasibility and a failure 
to meetthe housing needs of the city.

For investors who want to 
manage their stock ”portfolio 
Successfully, there are seven steps to 
consider: 

First，set the objectives for your 
stock portfolio whether they are for 
growth or for income. Older 
investors tend to be more 
conservative and income-minded， 
they would prefer high yield stocks 
and the rate of return on capital will 
be limited. 

Younger investors would prefer 
growth and speculative stocks 
because they are willing to take the 
risk and they will achieve a better 
rate of return. 

Secondly, if in doubt，stay onut. 
Butonce youcanidentifythetrendof 
the stock, either up or down，ride 
with it. Most of the stocks go up in 
every four-year cycle，SoO you can 
time your purchase based on the 
cycle. The advantage of these 
Strategies is that you do not have to 
tie up your capital in Some stocks 
which will stay in the Same price 


range. 

Thirdly, buy stocks when nobody 
wants them，and sell them when 
eVeryone chases， A very good 
exampletoilllustrate this point is that 
thetimetobuy oil stocks wasin1979 
and 1983, and the time to sell them 
was in 1980 and early 1984. 

Fourthly，1limit your risk by 
buying low-price stocks，but not 
penny stocks，Some stocks come 
down to under $10 from $30 and 
above because of temporary bad 
news like disruption of earning by 
Strikes, by recesSion Or because they 
lose a major contract. The risks to 
buyay$4 stock is less than a$60 one. 


It is easier for the stock to double up 


your capital than a $60 stock. 

Fifthly， set a selling Price 
objective immediately afteryouhave 
bought a stock. Human nature likes 
tobuy, butnotto sell things, Whento 
Sell a stock is the toughest decision 
of all，You -may Sell a stock 
prematurely by using this guideline， 
but you will never go broke by wait 
ting for the most profits. 

The sixth point is to cut costs in 
Stock commissions， TIhere is a 
proverb “money saved is money 
made.” HI you can cut ”your 
commission by $30，your potential 
profits will increase by the same 
amount. 

CUT COSTS 

The ways to _ cut commission 

costs are: to ask yGuUIT broker for 


discount (这 your broker has an 
exceptional record to make Imoney 
foryou, youshouldnotcutincentives 
for the broker), to make transactions 
in larger quantities (the commission 
for 100 shares is usually higher than 
for 500 shares)，and to _ use the 
discount brokerage _ Service. 工 here 
are.

Those firms 
usually do not give out advice, and 
they can not find out the news 


_affecting your stocks. 


Lastly，your rate of return On 
capital should be better 过 youhave a 
good stockbroker. A good stockbro- 
ker will service youregularly,notjust 
atthe time youmake the transaction. 


He or she should inform you of the 


good and thebad news affecting yoUr 
stocks to predict the future course of 


.the stock and give you information of 


which you can take advantage of 
now，not a reporter that tells you 
something that already happened 
and about which you cannot do 
anything. The ways to search for a 
good stockbroker are to get referrals 
from your friends and to get names 
from the manager of the brokerage 
firms. 

Once you get those hames， 
interview each one of them to see 直 
he or she is experienced in the areain 
which you are interested. Youshould 
maintain accounts with two or more 
brokers to comparethe service and to 
check out their advice.- 加
